NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 7th February, 1992 

G.S.R. 91(E).—Whereas certain draft rules further 
to amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration R’jles 
1955 were published as required by sub-scction (1) 
of section 23 of Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 
1954 (37 of 1954), in the notification ofi Govern¬ 
ment of India in the Ministry of Health and Family 
Welfare (Department of Health) No. G.S.R, 595(E) 
dated the 20th September 1991 in the Gazette of 
India Extraordinary PartffI, Section 3, Sub-section 
(i), dated the 20th September, 1991 at pages 1-7 
inviting objections and suggestion^ from ^ill persons 
likely to be affected thereby before the expiry of 
thirty days from the date on which copies of the 
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Gazette of India in which the said notification was 
published, was made available to the public ; 

And v/heread the copies of the said Gazette were 
made available to the public on 4J5th November 
1991; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions re¬ 
ceived from the public on the draft ruled have been 
considered by the Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred, 
by sub-section (1) of section 23 of the said Act, 
the Central Government, after consultation with 
Central Committee for Food Standards, hereby makes 
the following rules further to amend the Prevention 
of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, namely , *— 

RULES 

L (1) These rules may be called the Prevention 
of Food Adulteration (Fourth Amendment) Rules, 
1992, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 
1955,— 1 

(1) in rule 42 for clause (zz), the following clause 
shall be substituted, namely ;— 

L ‘(zz) Every package containing an admixture of 
edible oils shall cany the following label, 
namjy :— 

Tliis Mended edible vegetable oil contains an 

admixture of; 

(i) . % by weight 

(ii) . % by weight 

(Name and nature of edible vegetable oils i.e. in 

raw or refined form) 

Date of Packing. 


(2) in rule 44,— 

(a) fourth proviso and the fifth proviso shall be 
omitted; 

<b) for the seventh proviso, the following proviso 
shall be substituted, namely .— 

“Provided also that prohibition in clause (e) 
shall remain inoperative in respect of ad¬ 


mixture of any two edible vegetable oils 
gs on edible vegetable oil, where— 

(?j the proportion by weight of any edible 
vegetable oil used in the admixture is 
not less than 20 per cent by weight 1 

and 

(b) the admixture of vdible vegetable oils, 
is processed or packed and sold, by the 
Department of Civil Supplies, Govern¬ 
ment of India (Dte. of Vanaspati, Vege¬ 
table Oils and Fats) or by the agen¬ 
cies in public, private or Joint sector 
authorised by the Department, or by 
the National Dairy Envelopment Board 
or by the State Cooperative Oilseed^ 
Growers Federation or Regional and 
District Cooperative Oilseeds Growers 
Union set-up under National Dairy De¬ 
velopment Board's Oilseeds and Vege¬ 
table Oil Project or by the Public Sector 
undertakings of Central and State Gov¬ 
ernment in scaled packages weighing 
not more than 5 Kgs. under Agmark 
Certification Mark Compulsorily and 
bearing the label declaration as laid 
down in claurls (zz) of rule 42; and 

(c) the quality of each edible oil used in 

the admixture conforms to the rele¬ 
vant standard prescribed by these 
rules.” 

(3) in rule 49, after sub-rule (19) the following sub¬ 
rule shall be inserted, namely — 

'‘(20) the Blended Edible Vegetable Oils shall 
not be sold in loose form, ft shall be sold 
in sealed packages weighing not more than 
5 Kg. It shall also not be sold under the 
common or generic name of the oil used 
in the blend but shall be sold as ‘Blended 
Edible Vegetable Oil*. The scaled package 
shall be sold or offered for sale only under 
AGMARK certification mark bearing the 
label declarations as $ provided under rule 
42 and rule 44 besides other labelling re¬ 
quirements under these rules.” 

(4) in Appt dbt k B’ for item A. 17.24, the fol¬ 
lowing item shall be substituted, namely 

“A 17.24—‘Blended edible vegetable oik 

means an admixture of any two edible vege- 
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table oils where the proportion by weight 
of any edible vegtable oil used in the ad¬ 
mixture is not less than 20 per cent. The 
individual oils in the blend shall conform to 
the respective standards prescribed by these 
rules. The blend shall be clear, free from 
rme'dify. suspended or insoluble matter or 
any other foreign matter, separated water, 
added colouring matter, flavouring substan¬ 
ces, mineral oil, or any other animal and 
non-edible oils, or fats, argemone oils, hydro¬ 
cyanic acid, castor oil and tricresyl phos¬ 
phate. It shall alsto conform to the follow¬ 
ing standards, namely :— 

(a) moisture and volatile matter not more than 

0.2 percent by weight; 

(b) Acid value :—
